13. Other: Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 4/21/08 have been fully considered, however they are not persuasive because of the following reasons: 

2. In response to applicant's argument that Raverdy does not teach or suggest "presenting technical parameter on a user interface for 
review". In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the 
features upon which applicant relies (i.e., presenting technical parameter on a user interface for review) are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. 
See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). The applicant only claims "presenting the message o a user 
interface for review". Moreover, Raverdy disclose the method of presenting the information of the activities of the users to review (figure 
8; page 7, paragraph 83-87). Therefore, Raverdy meets the claim limitation "presenting technical parameter on a user interface for 
review". 

3. In response to applicant's argument that Raverdy and Daniels do not teach or suggest "automatically, without user involvement, 
coordinating the management of the at least one technical parameter for trading partners within a trading group". In response to 
Applicant's argument, the Patent Office maintains the rejection because Raverdy and Daniels do teach "automatically, without user 
involvement, coordinating the management of the at least one technical parameter for trading partners within a trading group" (col 1 , 
lines 20-45; col 2, lines 10-20; col 6, lines 30-60; Daniels discloses that the method of processing, accessing, generating information 
required by the business or for trading partner automatically). Therefore, Raverdy and Daniels meet the claim limitation "automatically, 
without user involvement, coordinating the management of the at least one technical parameter for trading partners within a trading
